TERRIBLE STORM 


Passes Over Peorin. 111., and Results 
In the I.09S of Many Iwlves-~ 
Scores Drowned. 


PEORIA, 111., July 13.—A terrific storm 
passed over this city at 10 o'clock last 
evening. 
It came without a moment's 
warning, and caught hundreds of peo- 
ple out on the lake. 
The most appal- 
ling disaster was caused by the capsiz- 
ing of the pleasure steamer 
Frankie 
Folsom, from Pekin, and the drowning 
of eighteen people. 
She had forty pas- 
sengers on board who had been at Lake 
View park attending a performance of 
"The Fall of Pompeii." 
She had been 
backed out from the landing and was 
making a turn to go down the river 
when the cyclone struck her 
and 
keeled her over. 
There was a mad 
rush for the side of the boat, and many 
persons were trampled on and rendered 
more easy victims to the waves which 
swept over the luckless boat. 
The acci- 
dent happened at the foot of Caroline 
street and far away from any boat 
house. 
The cries of the people on the 
boat were finally heard and an effort 
was made to take them off. A terrible 
storm was raging and it was suicide to 
go out in a small boat. 
There was not 
an available tug in any of the harbors, 
but the Longfellow hurried her passen- 
gers on shore in the storm and went to 
the rescue. 


A pitiful scene awaited them. 
Hang- 
ing over the rails of the boat were the 
limp bodies of four women. 
They had 
been pulled out of the cabin by their 
friends, dead. 
Men on the top of the 
boat were fighting like tigers for a safe 
place. 
Force had to be used to keep 
the crazy people from swamping the 
life boat. 
Sam Sutton, circuit clerk of 
Tazwell county, was in the second boat 
off from the wreck. 
He saved his 
wife by diving down into the cabin of 
the sunken boat. 
He brought her up 
in 
a senseless condition 
but it is 
thought she will live. 
He said the 
accident was caused by the pilot be- 
coming scared when the storm struck 
them. 
Had he kept the boat headed 
for the Willows on the opposite bank

His description of the scene is realis-

When the storm struck the boat 


there was the wildest scene imaginable. 
Men and women huddled to the side 
from the shore, and when the boat car 
reened over many were swept off. 
The 
vessel settled rapidly to the bottom of 
the river, and every gust of the tornado 
would sweep some poor unfortunate 
off in the waves. 
The wind was blow- 
ing directly off shore, but the screams 
of the women and the hoarse shouts of 
the men could be heard above the fury 
of the terrible storm. 


As soon as news of the wreck reached 
the police station every man on the 
force was ordered to the scene. 
Mayor 
Warner ordered all the hacks in the 
city to the scene, and as people were 
brought to the shore they were taken 
to the city hall, where they were made 
comfortable. 
The scene at the river 
bank was pitiful 
in the 
extreme. 
Friends of those on the boat stood out 
in the storm waiting the return of every 
life boat. 


When the storm broke the lake and 
river were filled with boats of every 
description. 
There are over two hun- 
dred pleasure boats at the yards and at 
an early hour this morning only ninety- 
six of them have been accounted for. 
John 
Bard, a salesman, was caught 
about one hundred yards from the 
shore and had great diíBculty in get- 
ting ashore. 
While standing in the 
shelter of a house he saw several small 
boats go whirling down the river and 
there is little doubt that their occu- 
pants have found a grave in the angry 
waters. 
There are now eight bodies at 
the morgue taken off the steamer 
Fol- 
som. 
Five of them are women 
and 
only three have not been identified. 
They are those who were caught 
near 
the escaping steam, and their features 
are cooked until they 
are 
unrec- 
ognizable.

HAII, STORMS IS MINNESOTA. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., July 
13.—Hail 
storms occurred Monday night nnd 
yesterday in various parts of Minnesota 
which caused consideracle damage to 


crops and some loss of life. 
Albert 
Rj-an was killed by lightning near 
Grand Forks, X. D.' and Nels Neshiem 
and child were killed near Fergus Falls, 
Minnesota. 
A terrifiic hail storm 
passed over Stanton, N. D., and vicinity 
yesterday afternoon destroying crops 
and damaging property. 
The Mercer 
court house windows on the north side 
were broken in and the rain poured in, 
damaging the contents of the building. 


SiMiixcFiKi.D, 0., July 
13.—A severe 
wind storm, coming from tlie south- 
west struck the city shortly after 2 
o'clock this afternoon and almost de.s- 
troyed the south end of tlie town. 


Two hundred 
liouses were either 
blown to pieces or badly wrecked, and 
the streets are full of fallen 
trees 
telegraph poles and debris of all kinds. 


That dozens of people wore not in- 
stantly killed is considered miraculous. 


A number were seriously injured, 
among them being Mrs. Jacob Leech, 
and her five children, Jacob Neff, Mrs. 
Mary Espenbrenner, J. H. Roberts and 
James Hinkle. 


Some of them may not recover. 
The 
loss to property is estimated at $2' 
000.

"A number of the creditors 
of the 
American wheel trust were at the Bates 
house yesterday. 
It was understood 
they were to hold a conference prepara- 
tory to making a proposition to settle, 
but this was denied. 
Among them was 
CravrfqrdJFaiibanks, of Terre Haute. It 
is alleged that for some time Mr. Fair- 
banks has been buying the claims of 
the creditors and now holds the nine- 
tenths of them. 
He was seen last 
night at the Bates house and when ask- 
ed concerning the truth of the state- 
ment he said there was no truth what- 
ever in it.

TROOPS MARCHING 


Toward.«« the 
.Svene of 
the Recent 
Troubles In Idaho—Attempt 
to Cap!nre the Strikers. 


BOISK CITY, Idaho, July 13.—Every- 
thing is in a state of great excitement 
in this city, over the reports from the 
north. Yesterday Company "A," Idaho 
militia, left for the scene. 
They were 
met at Xampa by the company from 
Haley, and a little further on by one 
from Weiser and Volmer. 
Governor 
Willey received word from General 
Schofield, at Washington, D. C., that 
the United States troops from Fort 
Sherman, Idaho, and Missoula, Mont., 
had been ordered to the scene. 
They 
will be under the orders of Governor 
Willey and will co-operate with the 
state militia. 


The governor says he will mass with- 
in twenty hours a regiment of United 
States troops and 200 militia at the 
scene of the difficulty. 
He has asked 
for troops from Fort Spokane 
and 
Walla Walla. 
They will follow those 
already started for Couer d' Alene. 
If 
the troops enter Couer d' Alene as by 
the oi'ders, the strikers will be com- 
pletely surrounded. 
It is intended to 
have the Missoula troops go to Mullam, 
while those from Sherman, with the 
milita, will proceed to Wardner. 
The 
former will move down the gulch in 
which the miners are operating, while 
reinforcements 
from 
Spokane 
and 
Walla Walla will aid in completly sur- 
rounding, and if possible capture all 
the strikers. 
Word has just been re- 
ceived that Colonel 
Carly, of Fort 
Sherman, left at 4:30 yesterday after- 
noon with four companies of troops for 
Wardner. 


NI-EW I:I> THE BRIDGE. 


MIXSEAPOLI.S, July 
13.—A 
special 
from Spokane, Wash., to the 
Journal 
says the strikers blew up the railroad 
bridge at Mullane early this morning 
to prevent the troop« from Missoula 
affecting an entrance. 
It is reported 
that all the Cour d'Alene mines are 
filled with explosives preparatory to a 
general destruction of the property. 
The strikers will have trouble if they 
do this, as they cannot escape, as the 
state and federal troops hold practi- 
cally all passages of egress. 


PADUCAH, Ky., July 13.—It was to 
avenge the death of Charley Hill by 
lynching J. E. Rändle, a white pris- 
oner, that the mob of negroes assem- 
bled at the jail Monday night. 
While 
it is true that the negroes Tuesday 
night said they had assembled to pro- 
tect the jail from an assault, an entire- 
ly different state of affairs has leaked 
out. 
An examination by the police re- 
vealed that they for several weeks have 
been receiving invoices of Winchester 
rifles from 
Cincinnati, 
and 
that 
they have 
received a 
considerable 
number. 
At midnight 
everything 
was 
very 
quiet. 
The 
members 
of the military company are resting on 
their arms ready to march at a mo- 
ment's notice. 
There are so many 
armed men on the streets that it re- 
minds one of war times, and Paducah 
presents the appearance of a beleaguered 
city. 
The sheriff has seventy-five depu- 
ties on duty,, and the chief of police has 
100 extra men patrolling the town. 
Early last evening a body of armed ne- 
groes collected in a ravine beyond the 
Tennessee bridge. 
The marshal sent a 
scjuad of men to arrest them, and sev- 
eral shots were exchanged. The negi'oes 
retreated and escaped. 
The police 
force has been busy all night arresting 
every negro found about the city, and 
the jail is full to overflowing. 
Most 
of them had arms of one kind or 
another. 
The 
city is 
in a terror of 
excitement, expecting every moment 
that thei'e will be some kind of an 
outbreak. 
The six dozen stands of 
arms ordered by the mayor arrived from 
St. Louis last night and today an armed 
body will bo set to work to disperse 
the negroes and arrest the leaders. 
The feeling has beon very bitter all day 
and noting but the utmost 
prudence 
has prevented violence. 
Sheriff Stan- 
ley wired Governor Brown last evening 
that everything was quiet, but an out 
break was likely to occur at any mo- 
ment. 
At a meeting of the citj' coun- 
cil yesterday it was voted to order six 
dozen of 
repeating 
rifles from St 
Louis. 


PADUCAH, Ky., July 14.—There was 
more shooting here last night between 
the whites and blacks.

Twice before she

Wherever Stanley spoke, and he made 
from one to four speeches daily, he in- 
troduced his wife as the descendant of 
the greatest of liberals, Oliver Crom- 
well.

He was beaten by the Liberal 
candidate.

PLT-IX-BAY, Ohio, July 14. 
I have been spending the last two 
(lays at this place, one of the most 
beautiful and delightful summer re- 
sorts of tho west, and, as I promiseil to 
do so when I left home, i will write 
concerning my trip. 


Put-in-Bay is indeed an enchanting 
spot. 
It is ono of a group of islands in 
Lake Erie, situated some twenty-nine 
miles from the main land and about 
two hours rid(! 
from Toledo, from 
which city we took tho steamer. 
To 
the south of it is Catawba island, Port 
Clinton and Sandusky City, tho latter 
of which is some twenty-five miles 
away. 


The ride across the lake in the even- 
ing from Toledo, which many of our 
Fort Wayneites have taken, was a de- 
lightful one and, with a lighc overcoat 
on, 1 enjoyed it thoroughly, tho cool, 
refreshing breezes doing a world of 
good to the invalid that you know I 
was when I left home. 


Every steamer during the last several 
days has 
brought scores of people 
to this place to 
spend 
the 
sum- 
mer and the hotels are crowded, but I 
managed to secure pleasant rooms at 
Hotel Victory, a new hotel which had 
its formal ojtening with a banquet and 
a ball on last Monday evening. 
With 
its park it covers twenty-five acres of 
ground, is large and roomy and has a 
lovely lake frontage, so, notwithstand- 
ing the horrid hot weather, it has been 
a pleasant place at which to stay. 
Put- 
in-Bay has other hotels, but this is the 
newest and the best, and 
newspaper 
men, you know, always choose such. 
It is filled with people from Toledo, 
Cleveland and other cities, and presents 
a pretty gay and fashionable appearance 
in the evening when the guests get 
onto the porches or assemble in the 
lawns about the hotel. 


I have put a big pile of enjoyment 
into the two days I have been here— 
boating, fishing and seeing such sights 
as Put-in-Bay is famed for, the principal 
of which is Perry's cave. 
This morning 
I rode across to Gibralter, a small island 
where the famou.s Jay Cook residence 
stands, and saw such attractions as it 
has to offer to those visiting there. 


Tomorrow morning I start for Tiffin, 
my old home, where I spent a few days 
before coming here. Tiffin has changed 
somewhat from what it was ten years 
ago ,when I left for Indiana, and has 
now assumed many metropolitan airs. 
It is one of tlio most beautiful inland 
cities of Ohio, with 12,000 population, 
<4ectric lights, and astroetrailroadline. 
It has natural gas, and this has brought 
it several large factories during the 
last few years. 
It is growing in popula- 
tion, and has a bright future. 


One of the features its citizens pur- 
j)Ose introducing boforo tho year closes 
is the building of an olectric railroad 
from Tiffin to Fostoria, twelvo miles 
distant, and running cars on it ovcry 
hour of the day.

two cities more closoly, and prove a 
grand benefit for Tiflin, which is tho 
county-seat.

The 91illionaire De««cendant of John 
Jacob Aator, Still Eives. 


f ^ T ^ n t 
dispatch^, " sent^'outTfrom 
London, erroneously announced 
the 
serious illness and subsequent death of 
William Waldrof Astor, and for a time 
great excitement prevailed 
in 
this 
country, particularly on Wall street 
and in financial circles. 
The report of 
ilr. As tor's death was a scheme to 
effect the financial market, and so far 
was it carried out that Mr. Adams, 
Astor's London manager's name, was 
forged to a dispatch to his New York 
manage announcing the death. 
Mr. 
Adams is investigating the matter and 
proposes to prosecute the guilty parties. 
We herewith present to our readers a 
portrait of the multiple 
millionaire. 
Mr. .\stor was born in New York in 
March, 1848, and is now inconsequence 
in his forty-fifth year. 
His mother was 
Miss Gibbes, daughter of a rich South 
Carolina merchant, and Mr. Astor was 
her only chihl. 
He is the direct lineal 
descendant of the first .John Jacob 
Astor, who founded the fortunes of the 
family, and whose romantic and ad- 
venturous career has become a twice 
told tale to the 
American 
public. 
William WaMrof Astor is the great- 
grandson of the original John 
Jacob 
Astor, his father having been the eldest 
son of William E. Astor, who, in turn, 
was tho oldest son of the family's foun- 
der. 
William Waldrof Astor has rep- 
resented his district in the state sen- 
ate, was twice defeated for congress, 
once by the present governor, R. P. 
Flowor. 
In 1882 he was appointed 
minister to Italy, by President Arthur. 
He was mari iod to Miss Mary Paul, of 
Philadelphia, in 1880, and has three 
children. 
He has written two Italian 
romances, "Valentino" and "Sforza."

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LONDON, England. July 10, 1892 —Dr. Tal- 
mage Is spending a very busy season in Eng- 
land. Not only in the London churches, but 
In the provinces, enormous crowds have gath- 
ered to hear the eloquent American preacher. 
The great Shoredîtch Tabernacle in the East 
of London, where Rev. W. Cuff preaches, was 
thronged almost to suffocation, ami the large 
Congregational church in the Hackney Dis- 
trict could not hold half the iieojile who tried 
to get into It. though it was on a Monday 
evening that Dr. Talmage preached there. 
Outside London, the eagerness to hear him 
has been quite as intense. In Liverpool, Man- 
chester, Nottingham Crewe and Hanley, no 
church could he found large enough to ac- 
commodate the audiences, and Dr. Talmage 
preached in the halls in which the great polit- 
ical conventions are held, and the capacity of 
those was tested to the utmost. 
Since his ar- 
rival, he has preached seven times each week. 
The sermon selected for publication this week 
Is from the text: Rev. 7 : 9.10, "After this I be- 
held, and. lo, a great multituilc which no man 
could number, of all nations, and Uiiidreds, and 
people, and tongues, stood before the throne, 
and before the Lamb, clothed with white robes, 
and palms in their hands; and cried with a 
loud voice, saying. Salvation to our G(.d which 
sltteth upon the thr ne, and unto the Lamb. 


It is impossible to ccme in 
contact 
with anything grand or beautiful in 
art, nature or religion, wiUiout being 
profited and elevated. 
We go into the 
art-gallery, and our soul meets the soul 
of the painter, and we hear the hum of 
his forests and 
the clash of his con- 
flicts, and see the cloud-blossoming of 
the sky and the foam-blossoming of 
the ocean; and we come out from 
the 
gallery better men than when we went 
in. 
We go into the concert of music 
and are lifted into enchantment; for 
days after, our soul seems to rock with 
a very tumult of joy, as the sea, after a 
long stress of weather, rolls and rocks 
and surges a great while before it 
comes back to its ordinary calm. 


On the same principle it is profitable 
to think of heaven, and look off upon 
that landscape of joy and light 
which 
St. John depicts; the rivers of 
glad- 
ness, the trees of life, the thrones of 
power, the comminglings of everlast- 
ing love. 
I wish this morning that I 
conld bring heaven from the list of in- 
tangibles, and make it seem to you as 
it really is—the great fact in all 
his- 
tory, the depot of all ages, the 
-^lor 
oi God's universe. 


This account in ray text gives 
tnre of heaven as it is on a 
hoSSay. 
Now if a man came to New 
York for 
the first time on the day that Kossuth 
arrived from Hungary, and he saw the 
arches lifted, and the flowers flung in 
the streets, 
and he heard 
the guns 
booming, he would have been 
very 
foolish to suppose that that was the 
ordinary appearance of the city. While 
heaven is always grand 
and 
always 
beautiful, I think my text speaks of a 
gala day in heaven. 


It IS a time of great celebration—per- 
haps of the birth or the resurrection of 
Jesus; perhaps of the downfall of some 
despotism; perhaps because of therush- 
iog in of the millennium. 
I know not 
what; but it does seem to me in reading 
this passage as if it were a holiday in 
heaven; "after this I beheld, and, lo, a 
great multitude, which no man could 
number, of all nations, and kindreds, 
and people, and tongues, stood before 
the - throne, 
and 
before the 
Lamb, 
clothed in white robes, and palms in 
their hands; and 
cried 
with a loud 
Toice, saying. 
Salvation to our God 
which sittath upoii the throne, 
and 
unto the Lamb." 


I shall speak to you of the glorified 
in heaven—their number, ffheir ante- 
cedents, their dress, their symbols, and 
their song. 
But how shall I begin by 
telling you of the numbers of those in 
heaven? 
I have seen a curious esti- 
mate by an ingenious man who calcu- 
lates how long the world was going to 
last, and how many people there 
are 
in each generation, and then .sums up 
the whole matter, and saj's he thinks 
there will be twenty-seven trillions of 
souls in glory. 
I have no faith in his 
estimate. 
I simply take the plain an- 
nouncement of the text—it is "a great 
multitude, which no man can num- 
ber." 


Every few years, in this country we 
take a census of the population, and it 
is very easy to tell how many people 
there are in a city or in a nation, 
but 
who shall give the census of the great 
nation of the saved? 
It is quite easy to 
tell how many people there are in 
different denominations of Christians— 
how many Baptists, Methodists, 
Epis- 
copalians and Presbyterians; of all the 
denominations of Christians we 
could 
make an estimate. 
Suppose they were 
gathered 
in 
one great 
audience- 
room; how overwhelming 
the .spec- 
tacle! 
But it would give no idea of 
the great audience-room of heaven— 
the multitudes that bow down and that 
lift up their hosannas. 
Why, 
they 
come from all the chapels, from all the 
cathedrals, from all sects, 
from all 
ages; they who prayed in splendid lit- 
nrgy, and those who in broken sen- 
tences 
uttered 
the wish of 
broken 
hearts—from Grace church to Sailor's 
Bethel, from under the shapeless raft- 
ers and from under high-sprung arch— 
"a great multitude, that no man can 
number." 
upon a hillside you see forty thousand 
or fifty thousand men pass along. Yoa 
can hardly imagine the impression if 
you have not actually felt it. 
But you 
may take all the armies that the earth 
has ever seen—the legions under Senna- 
cherib and Cyrus and Ctesar, 
Xerxes 
and Alexander and Napoleon, and all 
our modem forces and put them in one 
great array, and tiicn on some swift 
•teed you may ride along the line and 
review the troops; and that accumu- 
lated host from all ages seems like a 
half-formed regiment compared with 
the great array of the redeemed. 


I stood one day at Williarasport, and 
saw on the opposite side of the Poto- 
mac the forces coming down 
regiment 
after rogjment, and brigade arttx 


ade. 
It seemed as though there was 
ao end to the procession. 
But now lek 
me take the field-glass of S t John and 
look off upon the hosts of heaven— 
thousands upon thousands, ten thous- 
and times ten thousand, one hundred 
and forty and four 
thousand, 
and 
thousands of thousands, until I put 
down the field-glass and say, "I cannot 
estimate it—a great multitude that no 
man cnn number."

Tlie strike at 
Homestead is the re- 
sult of a fight between Andrew Carne- 
gie and the Amalgamated Association 
of Iron and Steel Workers. 


The Amalgamated association consists 
of 60,000 members. It has been said that 
if they lose their present fight against 
Mr. Carnegie a great blow will be dealt 
to organized labor. 


For years there has been trouble at 
the 
Uomestead 
mills, but it 
never 
broke out into such violence as at the 
present crisis. 
The immediate causes 
of the strike may be summed up as fol- 
lows: 
The appointment 
of 
H. 
C. 
Frick, who is known to be opposed to 
organized labor, as chairman of 
the 
board of trustees of the Carnegie Steel 
association ; the declaration of an ulti- 
matum to the Amalgamated association, 
and the neglect of Mr. Carnegie to ar- 
bitrate. 


The iron master has never 
shown 
any disinclination 
to enter the lists 
with the strikers, and is said to be 
willing to lose $1,000,000 in his fight. 
Representatives of the 
Amalgamated 
association state that the new scale con- 
templated 
such sweeping 
reductions 
that the men were not able to sign it. 


After a long discussion the workmen 
agreed to accept a minimum price of 
twenty-four dollars a ton for steel bil- 
lets. 
Mr. Frick, however, would not 
go beyond twenty-three dollars and 
gave out 
an ultimatum 
that 
there 
would be no conference after June 24. 
Then began the work of fortifying the 
Homestead mills. 
The great works at 
Homestead cover 110 acres, and twelve 
large buildings and a score of smaller 
shops and sheds occupy the space. 
About 4,500 men were employed 
in 
them. 
Mr. Frick is now in Pittsburg, 
while Mr. Carnegie is abroad.

The pretty little town of Homestead 
lies on the south bank of the Mononga- 
hela river, seven miles east of Pitts- 
burg. 
It is built on 1,000 acres of land 
lying in a great bend of the river and 
rising gently by terraces to sloping 
hills ana knolls. 
The town is about 
thirteen years old. 
I t has been built, 
not by the Carnegies, but the Carnegie 
workmen. 
Most pf the residences in 
Homestead are owned by their tenants. 


The 
Hufgess, the members of the 
Council, and most of the other 
town 
officers are men who work in the mill. 
The Constables, the police officers and 
many of the storekeepers arc men who 
have at one time or another worked in 
the mill. 
Homestead has 12,OOo inhab- 
itants. 
Its sitburb.s, Miinhall, Six Mile 
Ferry, and Mifflin Townships have in- 
terests identical with it. 
To the people 
of these towns cessation of work at the 
Carnegie mill means everything. 
It 
means that instead of §80,000 received 
by the workmen every two weeks noth- 
ing is to come.

pounds. . He has an intelligent face, 
and, like most of the native-born mill 
men, is a good talker and can 
argue 
sensibly. 
He has black hair which he 
wears so short that it does not add any 
gentleness to his personal appearance. 
He has a heavy, flowing black mus- 
tache and heavy eyebrows. 
His fea- 
tures are regular and clear cut. 
His 
eyes are black and at times inclined to 
be fierce looking. 
He has an 
excep- 
tionally high forehead. 
O'Donnell is 
not an officer in any organization, but 
he has remarkable iniluence over the 
men there. 
If the strike may be said 
to have any leader he is the leader. 
They ebey no man in everything but 
they obey O'Donnell more than they 
would any other man. 


He is married and lives in a house 
he built himself from his savings. 
It 
is not unlikely that after this trouble 
is settled an eflFort will be made 
to 
bring him into public life.

The reason 
given, 
it 
is 
said, 
was 
that he 
could not be present 
in 
the 
first 
hour 
of 
the 
session, 
but 
it 
is 
understood that the delay was for the 
purpose of permitting absent members 
to reach the city on the trains due near 
noon and be in their seats when the 
contest began. 
The hour was spent in 
routine matters, receiving reports from 
committees, passage of private pension 
bills, etc., while the managers of 
the 
forces of the two sides were busy on 
the floor discussing the situation 
and 
arranging their plans. 
Mr. Reed found 
his way to his seat shortly after the 
house was called to order and was the 
centre of attraction of the leaders of 
the antis. 


The yeas and nays were ordered at 
12:30 p. m. on the previous que.stion on 
the rule for the consideration 
of the 
silver bill. 


The previous question was 
seconded 
—yeas, 163; nays, 128. 
Speaker Crisp, 
at his own request, was recorded in the 
negative. 


SILVER MEN DEFEATED.

OUB «ars ago the 
one-hundredth an- 
niversary 
of 
the 
old Bryant home- 
stead was duly cel- 
ebrated at Roslyn, 
Long Island. 
The 
old hewn beams of 
the 
house 
rang, 
but with the merry 
laughter of a far 
different generation from that which 
laid the massive old rafters. 
When 
the 
house 
was 
built 
it 
was an old-fashioned dwelling place 
such as the Quakers, who thickly pop- 
ulated this entire region, were wont to 
build—square, 
solid, 
with a row of 
severe ccdumna adorning the front, and, 
it is said, with windows made inordi- 
nately high, so that the feminine part 
of the family might not be enticed

A lovely snot indeed, was that which 
old Kirk built toward the end of the 
last oentuiy. 
It was but twenty miles 
av^y from New York oity, but it was 
wttd apd beautiful and 
Inaccessible. 
In those da/s there were but a few 
thousand composing what was to be 
the magnificent metropolis of the New 
World during the next hundred years. 
Bven when Mr. Bryant went to live 
there, it was like a remote corner of 
the earth. 
Built upon one of the slop- 
ing hillsides of Hempstead harbor, the 
the 
spot 
was 
one 
which 
was 
graced 
by 
every 
natural 
beauty, 
while 
the 
surroundings 
were 
as 
•till as a mountain fastness, except for 
the songs of wild birds which came in 
great quantities as if to a chosen re- 
treat. 
It must have been this solitude, 
mingled with the natwral charm of a 
gently rolling country, half wooded, 
half cultivate, which made the author 
of the "Forest Hymn." of "Thanatop- 
sis," and of countless verses singing 
the praises of nature in all her moods, 
think it the most beautiful spot he had 
ever seen. 
Here he determined to pitch 
his tent in 1843, and here he lived for 
thirty-five of the years of an ever active 
and busy life as editor of the New York 
Evening Post. 


And to-day, Roslyn is much as he 
found i t 
The sleepy little place from 
which the towers of the great Brook- 
lyn bridge, and the spires of Trinity 
can be seen, and the hum of the busiest 
dity of America can almost be heard, 
has escaped the envious eye of thelai^ 
developer. 


After taking possession of the house, 
he transformed 
it 
as well as 
the 
grounds 
around 
it, 
and the sim- 
plicity 
of 
the Quaker 
gave 
way 
to 
the 
comparatively 
luxurious 
taste of a 
Mew 
England 
Puritan. 


It seems not a little odd to speak of 
Puritanic luxury. 
Mr Bryant was im- 
bued with the most orthodox 
New 
England views, and clung to the stem 
and rigorous tenets of his forefathers 
throughout his life. 
Nevertheless, his 
tastes must have seemed almost Orien- 
tal to the stiff-necked old Quakers of 
Long Island, as they watched him dis- 
card the straight-backed rush-bottomed 
chair for the lesser terror with 
hair- 
cloth covering. 
He was a moderate 
man in all his tastes, but yet there was 
one thing in which he was 
extrava- 
gant, 
and 
that 
was 
his 
love of 
the 
country—the 
trees, 
the 
birds, 
the 
water, 
flowers 
and 
fruits, shrubs and vines, the air, and 
all the life and color of the landscape. 
To this taste 
his home at 
Roslyn 
ministered. 
There he loved to 
work, 
and, though he yearly made his pilgrim- 
age back to his New Engladd home at 
Cummington, in the Hampshire Hills, 
Roslyn was, I am sure, 
the place 
he 
loved best in all the world, because of 
tts wonderfully varied beauties. Within 
a stone's throw of his 
workshop—a 
well-stored library—was, on one 
side, 
a crystal lake with its laughing brook; 
on anther was the garden 
with 
its 
teeming 
flower 
beds 
and 
fruits. 
Further 
off 
was 
the 
salt 
water 
bay 
with 
its hills 
beyond, 
above 
which the poet viewed the setting sun 
from his window. 
On another side of 
him the hills rose abruptly, and there 
stretched a piece of woods-^ense, like 
the forest of Fontainbleau—and lead- 
ing with rambling paths to a point 
where, from the clearing, the low, roll- 
ing hills and the distant 
waters of 
Long Island Sound spread an enchant- 
ing panorama at his feet. 
As the bay 
narrows to the south, following 
the 
shores with the eye, the little village 
of Roslyn is seen nestling

let, as sleepy now as it was then, and 
every whit as quaint. 


Mr. Bryant's grounds were 
ample, 
and he scarcely needed to wander from 
them to f a d inspiration for one of his 
thoughtful xjoems.

His day, when away from the edito- 
rial duties on his paper, was an alterna- 
tion of work and play. 
In the morn- 
ings he shut himself up in his library, 
occupying himself, in his later year«, 
with his translations of Homer's great 
epics. 
The work wtM a more or less 
arduous one, but was accomplished 
with the regularity of clockwork, each 
day adding its <|uota of lines to what 
had already been done. 
From tbe time 
when this task was over he was at the 
service of hU friendly of whom h e 
nearly always had ahoueeful, or armed 
with pruning knife, or other imple- 
ment, was lit some ] ^ s l o a i labor in 
)he open air. 
Had he lived in the days 
of the amateur i^otographer we shoiUd 
doubtless possess a picture of him as he 
appeared in theee many outings, a gen- 
erous Panama hat shading his faoe 
while he bueied himself culling a hand- 
ful of berries. 
He was a great believer 
in the cultivation of frijiit, and, while 
not

Indeed, there was a generous comer 
of the library itself devoted to works 
upon hortiaultural art, the margins of 
which, marked with various notes in 
his handwriting, attest the care with 
which he read them. 


As for the rest of the honse it vrae 
large and roomy, and was filled rather 
with souvenirs of the poet's life than 
with articles which appealed alone to 
the taste. 
He cherished more than any 
other thing the collection of 
auto- 
graphic paintings presented to him on 
hia seventieth birthday by the artiste 
of New York. 
It was a diminutive, yet 
characteristic, collection of the work 
of 
his 
contemporaries and 
friends. 
Some of these were illustrative of his 
poems, others were merely charaoter- 
istio landscapes. 
This little collection 
—for none of the pictures was more 
than a foot square—hung in the dining- 
room, as it does still. 


In his last years he hurried to this 
retreat early in the spring and lingered 
until late in the autumn, making only 
occasional visits to the city, though 
never giving up his interest in public 
affairs. 
He scanned the newspapers 
closely till the last and dispatched his 
editorials by messenger from Koslynaa 
occasion arose. 
It was this easy and 
modest activity in his old age which 
kept body and mind in splendid vigor
